Powell also told reporters, “ I will be 
willing to bet in the end we will have won 
more than we lost." 
$111 billion 
okayed for 
military 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
Defense Appropriations subcommittee 
recommended today $111 billion for the 
military in fiscal 1978. a cut of $2 9 billion 
from President Carter’s budget 
The giant money bill gives the ad­ 
ministration most of the weapons 
systems that were requested — including 
funds for five B1 bombers and the air 
launched cruise missile — but cuts some 
cherished fringes 
Although the subcommittee pared 
Carter’s budget request, the total was 
still $6 6 billion above the amount ap­ 
propriated for this fiscal year 
The subcommittee's actions are ten­ 
tative and will be reexamined after 
Senate and House negotiators complete 
work on a compromise military procure­ 
ment bill Conferees began work on that 
bill this week 
The subcommittee rejected the Pen­ 
tagon's request for the Air Force’s F15 
improvement program for which the 
administration 
had 
requested $33 
million In addition, the subcommittee 
voted to transfer $44 6 million ap­ 
propriated in previous years 
But the subcommittee approved $11 
billion for five Bis; $511 3 million for 96 
A10 close Air support aircraft; $207 
million for three AW ACS planes, and 
$40 6 million for the air launched cruise 
missile 
The bill also includes $930 million for 
one AEGIS destroyer. $57.6 million for 
the XM1 tank; $77 7 million for the 
Lance Missile system, and $93 3 million 
for the improved Hawk Missile 
The subcommittee also recommended 
sending 14 000 servicemen now working 
in post exchanges and officers' clubs to 
other duties and replacing them with 
civilians 


White House aides say any losses are 
not for lack of trying Carter has been 
wooing congressmen and senators daily, 
particularly on the complex energy 
legislation 
But Powell made it clear that Carter 
does not feel he should engage in a series 
of compromises at this stage 
"The conventional wisdom is that the 
sooner you start compromising the less 
you come up with,” Powell said “ The 
President is not inclined to lose a vote.” 
Carter was in no mood to discuss the 
defeats he suffered at the hands of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
When a reporter called out to him for 
comment on the committee action. 
Carter waved her off Reporters who 
followed him later to a school affair with 
his daughter Amy received the same 
brush-off 
And there were other trouble spots 
Powell said “ we haven't given up” on 
the Consumer Protection Agency legisla­ 
tion which Democratic congressional 
leaders consider all but dead for this ses­ 
sion 
The President was holding a series of 
meetings today with B1 bomber oppo­ 
nents and a session with Undersecretary 
of State Philip Habib and Gen George 
Brown, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, to discuss the withdrawal of 
American troops from South Korea The 
President also had an interview 
scheduled with magazine editors and 
publishers 


Air, naval 
units set for 
South Korea 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - America will 
maintain significant air and naval forces 
in and around South Korea while U S 
ground troops are withdrawn over a five- 
year period. Undersecretary of State 
Philip Habib said today 
After meeting with President Carter 
at the White House 
Habib and Gen 
George S Brown chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, went to Capitol Hill and 
declared the United States intends to 
stand by its mutual defense treaty with 
South Korea 
Testifying before the house Inter­ 
national Relations Committee. Habib 
said a basic consideration before the in­ 
itial withdrawal of 6 000 ground troops 
was “ to keep a significant force 
present in Korea, consisting mainly of 
air and key support units, after the 
ground force withdrawal is completed ”

Fred Haise and Gordon Fullerton will 
be aboard the Orbiter during its 42- 
mmute flight to operate and test the 
flight control system while the 747 crew 
does the same with its system This 8 
a m flight, the first of four in the second 
phase of the Space Shuttle approach and 
landing test program, will be conducted 
at a low speed and low altitude 
The crew of the 747 will be pilots Fitz 
Fulton and Tom McMurtry, flight test 
engineer Vic Horton and flight engineer 
Louis Gridry 
The second flight will probably be 
scheduled for later this month and will 
involve doing the same types of 
operational tests at higher altitudes and 
increased speeds 
The third phase of the testing includes

In the same vein, a subcommittee on 
conjunctive use has filed a series of ques­ 
tions with CDM based on some analysis 
of Stanley C Hatch legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District and member of the subcommit­

Hatch and 
other subcommittee 
members including Lompoc's Virgil 
Phelps are scheduled to meet with CDM 
officials next week 
Basically, conjunctive use calls for the 
operation of all Santa Ynez River basins 
and basins on the south coast in a unit as 
a substitute for the former live-stream 
agreement 
The agreement was in­ 
stituted many years ago by the water 
district and the Bureau of Reclamation 
as a way of satisfying the legal needs of 
areas downstream from Cachuma and 
Bradbury Dam Under the terms of the 
agreement, a livestream of water had to 
be visible at key points along the river If 
that wasn't the case, there had to be a 
release of water over the dam During 
those years and partially as a result of 
those requirements, the safe yield of 
Cachuma was estimated at 27.000-plus 
acre feet of water annually 
Under the conjunctive use proposal, all 
the basins would be operated together to 
extract more yield out of the river, yield 
that the southcoast is already counting 
on 
One of the features of conjunctive use 
is the elimination or reduction of spills 
over Bradbury When spills occur, most­ 
ly during big storms and during heavy 
rain years, water wastes 
away to the 
ocean 
But with the reduction in spills, and 
thus the reduction in the amount of water 
that comes down the river, the greater 
the buildup of salts in the underground 
basin. 
One of the points of Hatch’s letter to 
Lawrance on the question of the CDM 
report refers to the buildup in this 
fashion 
“ The massive degradation of 
the Lompoc ground water basin that 
would result from the implementation of 
the conjunctive use program, which 
would, in effect, destroy the agricultural 
economic base in the area and would 
seriously jeopardize the significant 
municipal water supplies.” 
That’s one of the problems identified in 
the CDM report and most authorities 
agree the threat is there 
Along with these considerations this 
week, the Board of Directors of Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District 
approved a hold-the-line tax rate of 12 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation 


Muni-court 
building 
here funded 


The county will go to bid on a new 
municipal court for Lompoc as soon as 
the Board of Supervisors approves the 
1977 78 budget, public works director 
Chuck Wagner said today That became 
a possibility this week as the supervisors 
approved funds for the project 
Wagner said it would take six to eight 
months to construct the building once the 
contract is awarded 
He estimated it 
would be June or July of 1978 before the 
new facilities could be occupied 
Architectural plans have not been 
completed for the structure, but a 
schematic of the project shows a new 
courtroom, a jury deliberation room, 
public defender’s office, a new district 
attorney s office, expanded area for 
court clerks. Wagner said 
The building will be two stories and be 
located immediately west of the present 
one-story structure 
The way was cleared for the project 
Wednesday when the supervisors ap­

Cox said he was grateful to the super­

By a vote of 70 to 17, it killed an 
amendment by Sen William Scott, R- 
Va . which would have all but eliminated 
so-called nondegredation standards in 
areas that still have relatively pure air 
Under the bill, permits would be 
required to build plants that might 
pollute areas with nondegredation stan­ 
dards — which call for holding pollution 
far below minimum health standards 


Board may okay budget 
with 30 cent tax slash

Hopes that the Board of Supervisors 
will adopt a budget today representing 
possibly a 30 cent sla^h in the county tax 
rate were voiced late Thursday by Board 
chairman Harrell Fletcher 
of Santa 
Maria and Supervisor Robert Hedlund. 
of Lompoc 
The board was due 
to wind up two 
weeks of marathon sessions today by 
adopting a 1977-78 county budget, and 
setting the stage for the new tax levy to 
be officially set the last week of August 
The current rate is $2 97 per $100 asses­ 
sed valuation 


Flether termed board sessions, while 
more lengthy than expected due in some 
extent to the need for some extra orien­ 
tation on the part of the three new board 
members this year as for the most part 
“ businesslike and responsible ” 
Fletcher pointed out that he had 
realized it would be hardly possible for 
the board this year to keep the 1977 78 
county tax levy to the same $28 8 million 
set this year, as some board members 
expressed the hope of doing 


It was mv view that if we could keep 
it below the Consumer Price Index in 
crease of 712 per cent we would be doing 
great.” he said, reflecting the view ex­ 
pressed by County Auditor-Controller 
William Parsons that it was not wise to 
try to put a lid on the current tax levy 
figure in view of inflationary pressures 
and mandated programs 
Supervisors' hopes that the tax cut can 
jump to as much as 30 cents this year are 
riding somewhat on the possibility that 
the county assessor will come up with a 
figure well beyond his earlier estimate 
of an $18<)-million boost in assessed 
valuation The proposed budget foresaw 
a possible tax cut of 15 cents 
Should Assessor William Cook raise 
his sights to about $190 million or $200 
million, it would mean a big lift for 
county officials and taxpayers 
“ I had hoped to keep expenditures 
down more," stated Fletcher, who is in 
his first year at the helm of the board 
He intimated he and at least one other 
county supervisor — believed to be 
Robert E Kallman, of Santa Barbara — 
will make an 11th hour bid Friday for 
new cuts in the budget 
Once the budget is adopted Friday, it 
can be reduced but nothing more can be 
added, pending setting of the official tax 
rate late in August 
Fletcher pointed out “ we added some 
things due to the demands put on us by 
the people 
such as providing more 
sheriff’s protection in North County 
areas and setting up more funds from the 
bed tax to advertise the whole county 
and get more tourists to each of our 
areas ” 
In clarifying the board’s action 
regarding appropriations for 1977-78 to 
county advertising groups and chambers 
of commerce for tourist promotion. 
Fletcher said the board actually ap­ 
proved a two-way program 
First of all, he explained, the board 
granted the various contracting agencies 
the same amount they got in the current 
year, plus another big percentage to 
total 46 per cent of collections, where the 
various groups would work up a coun- 
tywide program to supplement the local 
programs 
“ I feel we also acted responsibly on 
the revenue sharing appropriations for 


the South Coast." he said “ We didn’t go 
overboard 
North County revenue sharing session 
was held last night 1.1 Santa M aria to 
wind up the county’s revenue sharing 
budget 
As for disappointments Fletcher said 
he was chagrined that the board “ gave 
the Planning Department four new 
employes before they even asked for 
them ” 
As for the county’s property assess­ 
ment program

with the controversial project 
Reps 
Robert Drinan, DMass , and 
Ronald Dellums, DCalif , talking with 
reporters after a half-hour White House 
meeting, said Carter “ cryptically” cited 
new “ secret” information, which they 
took to mean he had decided to proceed 
with construction 
Both congressmen noted that Carter, a 
presidential candidate, had called the 
supersonic B1 “ an exotic, wasteful” 
weapon 
Opponents of the B1 project, a multi- 
billiondollar effort which has been 
strongly endorsed by the Pentagon as 
necessary to replace the aging B52 
bomber, claim a new manned bomber is 
an unnecessary expense in the missile 
age 
Drinan and Dellums said Carter 
reported his new information came from 
the CIA 
"I'm convinced the President is lean­ 
ing definitely to authorize it,” Drinan 
said 
"He spoke very cryptically of 
secret information now available to 
them ” 
“ He announced something that, frank­ 
ly I and some of the senators had not 
known 
that Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown is in favor of it ” Drinan said 


“ Brown was there, and he didn't con­ 
tradict it ” 


Both Drinan and Dellums said Carter 
told the group that when he makes “ this 
lonely decision” about the B1 he will be 
in a position to explain it to the Amercan 
people 


“ I don t think that would be necessary 
to add that unless he were going the 
other way (and approving the new 
warplane 1,” Drinan said 
Carter met Tuesday with proponents 
of the B1 Some present at that meeting, 
like Drinan and Dellums. came away 
believing Carter would order production

The 1977-78 County Grand 
Jury will make history, in that 
it is slated to be made up for the 
most part of citizen volunteers 
rather than persons nominated 
by the Superior Court judges 
When the new Grand Jury is 
drawn 
in a 
public selection 
process July 5. it is possible 
that only one of the 19 to be 
se le cte d 
w ill 
have 
been 
nominated by a judge 
The panel of 30 from which 
the 19 will be drawn in a ran­ 
dom drawning contains only 
one judicial nominee 
Previously, the judges 
now- 
n um b e r i n g 
s e v e n , 
had 
nominated people they knew 
and thought would be good 
grand jurors, with possibly one 
volunteer or another seeping in 
But now under a massive new 
volunteer oriented selection 
process — which got off to a 
start last year 
there was a 
field of 188 persons to be 
screened 
Of this number 63 
emerged representing nine per 
judge, and this list has been 
whittled down to 16 men and 14 
women 
Only two volunteers made it 
when the 1976- 77 Grand Jury 
was drawn

Republican, 
business-oriented 
and middle aged new ^ elected 
Judge Bruce Dodds.

Warned that children could 
become intoxicated on liquor- 
filled candy bars, the Assembly 
Thursday voted to outlaw the 
sale of alcohol-spiked candy, 
cake, cookies and chewing gum 
to minors 
The bill (AB711) by Assem­ 
blywoman Leona Egeland. D- 
San Jose, was sent to the Senate 
on a 62-12 vote 
During debate, Ms Kgeland 
held up a box of rum-filled can­ 
dies called Babarums and said 
that two or three could intox­ 
icate a child 
“ Mv seven-year-old with her 
50 cents allowance could go 
down to the store and buy two 
Barabums. ride her bicycle in 
traffic, go to the playground, do 
other childish things and not be 
in total control," she said 
The measure would make it a 
misdemenaor punishable by a 
jail term and or fine to sell, 
give or furnish to a minor any 
candy, cake, cookie or chewing 
gum weighing 5 ounches or less 
which contained more than 5 
per cent alcohol by weight 
She said candy containing 
liquor was easily available over 
the counter at convenience and 
other grocery stores

Assemblyman Walter 
Ingalls. D-Riverside. an oppo 
nent of the bill, questioned 
whether a child would eat 
enough of the candy to get 
drunk

In a separate case, the 
justices struck down a New 
York law that banned all adver­ 
tising of contraceptives

court also ruled the state may

licensed pharmacists 
Only Burger and Justice 
William Rehnquist dissented 
Justice William Brennan in

SAN D IEGO (U P I) 
The ex­ 
ecutive board of the American 
Cancer Society voted to stand 
fast in its condemnation of 
Laetrile as worthless in cancer 
treatment, but not to oppose 
federal tests brought on by in­ 
creasing acceptance of the con­ 
troversial drug 
The board concluding three 
days of meetings here Thurs­ 
day. voted however to insist 
that federal scientific test 
procedures be followed without 
exception 
The 173-member board ap­ 
proved a resolution by the 
medical and scientific commit­ 
tee reiterating its stand there is 
no proof Laetrile does any good 
at all for cancer patients 
Laetrile, extracted from apn 
cot pits, is banned by the Food 
and Drug Administration from 
shipment in interstate com­ 
merce as a cancer treatment, 
but its use has been legalized by 
several state legislatures 
recently in response to the 
clamor from its supporters, in­ 
cluding many cancer patients 
who maintain it helped them 
In recent weeks the National

Frank Rauscher. the 
society’s vice president for 
research, told the group earlier 
that such tests probably will be 
held 


The society took note of the 
probability the Food and Drug 
Administration 
will sanction 
such research in light of the 
“ growing public and legislative 
interest in Laetrile, and in its 
effect and use 


But the board resolved to 
reaffirm its support for the 
protection of the cancer patient 
through strict adherence to 
FDA-established methods of 
scientific testing, and further 
that it does not approve of any 
exceptions to such methods for 
any particular substance ” 


Dr Robert Eyerly. chairman 
of the committee on unproven 
methods of cancer manage­ 
ment 
said he fears some 
clinics and phvsicians may be 
forced by public pressure into 
experimenting with the drug 
against their own judgement 


The society opposes that, he 
said, and feels Laetrile ought to 
be tested on animals before be­ 
ing given to the human sub­ 
jects

Life in ocean floor crack 
,THE BETTER HALF 


may reveal hidden secrets 


CORVALLIS. Ore (U P I) - 
Four-hundred miles west of 
Ecuador, and down 9.000 feet, 
there is a spot where the ocean 
floor is spreading apart A team 
of scientists visited the area 
recently in a small submarine 
and made a surprising dis­ 
covery 
communities of 
clams, mussels, crabs, tube 
worms, sea urchins and other 
creatures normally found in 
shallow water areas. 
"We went down there looking 
for hot springs and the animals 
we found were just a surprise.” 
said John R 
Corliss, Oregon 
State University oceanogra­ 
pher. who coordinated the 
project "What we found there 


may even have implications for 
the origin of primitive life in 
the oceans 
"As far as I know these com­ 
munities of organisms are the 
only ones that derive all of their 
energy from the center of the 
earth — from the heat of the 
earth — rather than from the 
sun That makes them fairly un­ 
ique ” 
Corliss noted that there are 
other animals that live in hot 
springs on the surface of the 
earth that derive their energy 
from the chemicals found in 
those springs, "but I think these 
are the only real communities 
of animals that may be com­ 
pletely cut off from any in- 


The water coming out of the 
springs was as warm as 60 
degrees Fahrenheit

Legal bills reduced 
when computer used 


SAN D1EC.0 (U P I) - The 
bill a lawyer sends out can be 
reduced by more than a third if 
he turns to a computer for his 
legal research says a dean in 
the nation's largest law school 
"The future of much of the 
legal process is in computer 
research." according to Associ­ 
ate Dean Ross Lipsker of 
Western State University Col­ 
lege of Law 
"It s too inconvenient to have 
the bulk of books for a complete 
law research system." he said 
"And in theory, it's possible 
that a lawyer could cut his cost 
to a client by 38 per cent " 
As he spoke, students clus­ 
tered around a keyboard- 
equipped cathode ray tube in 
the computer room at the San 
Diego campus of Western State 
Steve Levine, 25. of Boston, 
who will graduate in June, 
typed "liability and bar tavern 
saloon cocktail and Nevada and 
intoxicated" on the screen and 
pushed a command button call­ 
ing for case citations combining 
those querv words 
Wtihin seconds, a list of cases 
containing the words appeared 
on the television-type screen 
over the keyboard 
They in­ 
cluded Bernard v 
Harrah s 
Club a significant 1976 ruling 
by the California Supreme 
Court that a tavern owner may 
be civilly liable to third parties 
for injuries caused by patrons 
who become intoxicated in the 
tavern 
Levine also inserted a com­ 
mand that caused the screen to 
display a summary of the basic 
facts of the ease and what he 
called “ the poignant point of 
law 
The information was the key 
to the researc h problem Levine 
posed, but he said 
The machine is a dead 
machine 
it doesn't think All 
it does is retrieve data " 
He said he could have spent 
half an hour in a conventional 
law library looking for the in­ 
formation 
" I f you were doing this 
research traditionally, you 
would have to look up each 
word individually." Lipsker 
'«old "Just not having to thumb 
through the actual pages (of 
legal encyclopedias and case 
reports» cuts the time in half " 
Western State with 3.500 stu­ 
dents on campuses in San 
Diego and Fullerton. Calif . 
contracted for the computer 
hookups to train students in ad­ 
vanced research techniques at 
both facilities 
"W'e hope that our students 
will have a head start in this 
area as compared to those of 
other schools because of this 
training 
Lipsker said in an in­ 
terview soon after the com­ 
puter research classes started 
"W e re training a whole 
generation of law students to 
become proficient in computer- 
assisted research 
“ This skill will not only make 
them more valuable to their 
clients but should give them an 
advantage when they look for 
jobs There is a tendency now 
for the large firms to look into 
computerized legal systems " 
The cathode rav tube is tied 
by telephone line into the 
electronic law library created 
by West Publishing Co of St 
Paul. Minn 
a major publisher 


of case books and legal 
reference works 
Su m m a rie s 
co n tain in g 
significant facts and key points 
of law in all opinions from 
federal courts since 1961 and 
state courts since 1967 are 
stored in the memory of an IBM 
370 computer for the Westlaw 
service Terminals like those on 
the Western State campuses 
are being installed in private 
law offices and law libraries 
across the nation 
The system is based on 
"Bo o lean lo g ic ." that is. 
searching for documents 
through the use of key words 
The researcher types in the 
key words or phrases and the 
computer races through its 
memory, then flashes citations 
containing the words and 
phrases on the screen 
With another command, the 
researcher can get the perti­ 
nent text of a citation, and with 
another can have the desired 
m aterial printed out on a 
teleprinter 
Similar systems are in use by 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and the U S Justice Depart­ 
ment However, those systems 
are geared to the needs of the 
agencies rather than the legal 
community as a whole 
Lipsker said the reduced time 
an attorney or his clerk would 
need to research a case could 
mean lower fees whenever bills 
are based on hourly rates 


“Up to 50 per cent of a 
lawyer s time can go into 
research but there are many 
variables 
he said 
"An ex­ 
perienced lawyer may have a 
clerk doing it Attorneys charge 
$35 to $200 an hour ” 


He said an experienced com­ 
puter researcher could save as 
much as 75 per cent of his 
research time by using a com­ 
puter Given a case in which 
half the time is taken up by 
research, a saving of 75 per 
cent of that research time 
yields a theoretical saving of 38 
per cent at the billing stage, he 
said 


Another significant saving in 
time can be had in checking in­ 
dices to determine whether a 
point of law has been overruled 
or modified 


Changes in the law present 
difficulties when they are fresh 
since it takes weeks for new 
decisions to appear in lawyers’ 
"advance sheets" and months 
to get into case books 
"This computer bank is up to 
date within a week of the case." 
Lipsker said 
He described student reaction 
as "superb 


Thev love il 
he said "W e 
have a three-hour period at the 
end of the dav in which they can 
use the keyboard terminal for 
their own research They use it 
as much as they can for 
research papers, or research if 
they're working for an attor­ 
ney They also use it for a class 
if they want to trace a case "

Corliss and several as­ 
sociates. including Jack Dy- 
mond of OSU. went to the sea 
floor to look for the hot springs 
Dymond said the existence of 
the springs had been hinted at

The hot springs are created,

by the upwelling of 
magma from the earth's in­ 
terior The magma moves up to 
the surface to fill in a rift 
caused by the spreading of the 
ocean floor The spreading and 
creation of new crust occurs at 
an estimated rate of 22 miles 
per m illion years 
T hat’s 
enough to produce earthquakes, 
scientist say. as giant chunks of 
the earth's crust collide and in­ 
teract 
As the magma reaches the 
surface. Dymond said, it cools 
and cracks Water seeps down 
into the fissures, heats up and 
rises back to the surface, carry­ 
ing with it dissolved minerals 
Corlis* said the sulfate in sea 
water goes through a chemical 
reaction and returns to the sea 
as sulfur 
"The conjecture part about 
these animals 
but it is look­ 
ing more probable all the time 
is that there are bacteria 
that live on the sulfur," Corliss 
said 
"The bacteria use the 
energy they get from the sulfur 
and carbon dioxide, for exam­ 
ple. and make organic com­ 
pounds And then these bacteria 
are filtered out bv the clams 
and muscles 
"If that's true, the energy 
source for this is the center of 
the earth rather than the sun " 
"Now it may be that this is a 
fairl v unique way for communi­ 
ties of marine organisms to 
live And it may be that under 
certain < ireumstances this 
could be the wav life existed in 
primitive oceans "

lugging around since he was eight, 
his discus 
The U IP I meet is for prep track 
athletes, what the Kentucky Derby 
is to horses 
It’s the Indy 500 of 
track 
Thomson made the cut as the No 
3 high school discus thrower in the 
world with a personal best of 194- 
10*4 
Ahead of him and competing in 
the meet are Dock Luckie of Florida 
at 202-9 and Mark Sutherland of 
Kansas at 202-3 
The numbers can be deceiving 
though 
Luckie s throw had a 35- 


miie-an-hour wind behind it and 
Sutherland's toss was also reported 
wind-aided 
To throw over 200 feet, you have 
to have a wind behind you. and you 
have to be luckv, no matter who you 
are 
says Thomson 
Thomson won the state cham­ 
pionship last weekend coming from 
behind with a throw ot 190 feet 
Always calm, always keeping his 
cool. Thomson threw his final toss 
like it was his first one of the day 
like he was playing catch with his 
sister 
He needed to add over nine and a 
half feet to his previous best that 
day to win The discus sailed exactly 
10 feet farther to give him the cham­ 
pionship 
“ You gotta stay cool, ” says 
Thomson, leaning back into the un­ 
mowed grass of the practice field 
“ You can’t ever get pissed at 
yourself You can get mildly psy­

It takes 10 or 15 years of lifting 
weights and throwing the discus

Thomson started throwing when 
he was eight years old. and his 
father Stuart Thomson gave him

“ My dad and I train together 
about two or three times a week 
He'll work almost as hard as I do.” 
More important 
than actual 
physical labor says Thomson, were 
the fundamentals and techniques his 
father passed on to him. He feels 
learning those at an early age gives

wasn t something you had to do

you up is listening to the wrong 
person I've been taught by one of 
the best discus throwers around, my 
dad. so I know I ’m doing okay But 
I've heard so many high school 
coaches tell their throwers things 
that have taken 20 and 30 feet off 
their throws 
“ But when I hear them tell them 
something wrong. I just stay out of 
it It’s every man for himself Also 
sometimes things that don’t work 
for some people, work for others " 
Thomson does take exception with 
his own teammates on the Santa 
Ynez High team 
Training with 
Thomson and his father. Santa

“ It's one of the most technical 
events going.” states Thomson 
“ Usually tons of work will improve

The jail pact 


For many, many years the 
city of Lompoc has been in a 
running battle with the county 
of Santa Barbara over the 
county paying its fair share for 
using our city jail. 
It was almost an impossible 
task to convince the county ad­ 
ministration that they did, in 
fact, owe this community 
money for a responsibility that 
was theirs. Jail operations are 
not a responsibility of a city, 
by law. but a responsibility of 
a county. 
Over the years the county 
has been contributing a pit­ 
tance to the overall operation 
of our city jail. Total costs of 
running a jail are over $100,000 
a year. 
City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers employed a move this 
vear that made the county 
believe, finally, that the city 
was serious in going after 
what thev were owed He left 


jail operations out of the 
p re lim in ary 
city 
budget 
presented to the Council. 


The County administration 
finally got the message that 
the city, this time, was dead 
serious. They would go out of 
the jail business if they were 
not properly compensated by 
the county for the care of 
county prisoners. A contract 
was negotiated and the county 
will now pay approximately 60 
per cent of the costs of jail 
operations. This will amount 
to 
m o r e 
than 
$60,000. 
Previously they were giving 
the city in the neighborhood of 
$18,000 per year. 


We congratulate those in our 
city administration responsi­ 
ble for finally getting the 
county forces to see the light. 
Now if they would only pay us 
for all thè back years owed 
evervthing would be fine

High School in Battle Creek, Mich., visit local menswear 
store on a field trip. They get consumer advice on buying 
clothing and how to dress appropriately and neatly. 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Beneath his cap and gown. T- 
Bone, who he thinks it’s time 
he’s called David, plans to 
wear his new graduation suit, 
a tablecloth-check number he 
picked out himself. Across 
town. Stevie, who suddenly 
prefers Steve, is a holdout for 
donning his favorite-but- 
frayed jeans. "Gee. Ma,” he 
reasons, “ no one can see 
what’s under that long robe 
anyway.” 
G raduation cerem onies 
cover even the most idiosyn­ 
cratic attire with the pomp 
and tradition, but both T-Bone 
and Stevie, after a fond 
valedictory to happy school 
days, will soon face the cruel 
daze of seeking employment 
And the golden rule for what 
to wear on the job interview 
is Dress appropriately, dress 
neatly 
"We stress dressing for the 
job,” notes JoAnn Schaad, 
who’s with the San Juan 
Unified School District in Car­ 
michael, Calif . (including 
most of Sacramento).

Mary Helen Hersha, who in­ 
itiated the Bachelor Living 
course in Central High School, 
Battle Creek, Mich , five 
years ago, concurs "When in­ 
terviewing for a factory job, 
there’s no reason to wear a 
suit. Just a pair of pants and a 
shirt, as long as they’re clean 
and neat. Personnel people 
from town have told the class 


that, given a choice between 
a p p lic a n ts w ith s im ila r 
backgrounds, they’ll hire the 
better dressed one, since 
working on one’s appearance 
shows one cares ” 
As such, the current trends 
in boys' and men’s fashion are 
on the side of the class of ’77. 
Although some gimmickry 
still can be found, most of this 
season’s clothing is in a tidier, 
m ore classic mold 
Yet 
“fashion” is not what Mrs. 
Schaad, Mrs Hersha or the 
many instructors of similar 
courses across the United 
States are trying to teach. 
"We never study the latest

It’s no secret that George 
Benson is doing remarkably 
well these days, and will 
never have to play a jazz base­ 
ment again 
His last two 
albums, 'Breezin',’' and “ In 
Flight" are bona fide hits, and 
George Benson is now a card- 
carrying star He was recent­ 
ly the centerpiece of an un­ 
usual billing that his manager 
and a New York promoter 
worked up called “ Benson X 
Four", which I reviewed last 
week 
George's range of musical 
interests from a solo jam with 
fellow guitarists Les Paul. 
Bucky Pizzarelli, and Gabor 
Szabo at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art; a duo with 
singer Minnie Riperton at the 
Palladium; an evening with 
the Dance Theatre of Harlem.

Hot weather 
precautions 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR LAMB - My 
children are members of a 
baton marching unit. We go to 
a lot of towns during the 
summers. Sometimes it is an 
all-day session we have drill 
competition in the morning — 
say about 10 to 11, then wait 
until maybe 2 o’clock or even 
later for the parade to start. 
Some of the parades are 
rather long and sometimes it 
gets terribly hot We would 
like to know if we should allow 
the children to eat much while 
waiting for the parade Also 
how much should they be 
given to drink on super hot 
days? Should they drink 
before or after the parade9 
We have several drummers 
who carry very heavy drums 
and after the* parade their 
shirts are always soaked 
Sometimes after the parade 
we have trouble keeping them 
out of the water Also what do 
you suggest about salt tablets 
for this age group? They are 
between 4 and 17 vears old 
DEAR READER - Let me 
say at once that you should not 
restrict how much water the 
children want to drink Some 
coaches used to do this to 
athletes and it is exactly the 
wrong thing to do. It can con­ 
tribute to developing heat 
stroke Let them drink water 
before, after the parade, and 
if it is a very hot day they can 
drink along the parade route if 
that can be arranged 
Taking salt tablets usually 
does more harm than good 
This is particularly true if 
water is restricted 
They 
should get salt but a better 
way is to have them drink 
plenty of water and also drink 
at least a quart of low-fat milk 
or fortified skim milk a day 
plus a couple of 8-ounce 
glasses of orange juice The 
orange juice won’t provide 
sodium salt but it will provide 
potassium which is also im­ 
portant. Milk has about the 


same salt content as the 
healthy human body. Then 
salt will also be available in 
foods and salt can be added to 
the food. 
The scheduling of activities 
is important. Since early mor­ 
ning competition is over by 11 
a m and the parades do not 
start until after 2 p.m., the 
amount of exposure during the 
hottest part of the day is 
limited I would recommend 
that the children get out of the 
sun and into a comfortable en­ 
vironment between the mor­ 
ning and afternoon sessions 
That will give the body a 
chance to eliminate any heat 
build-up that has occurred 
before the afternoon parade 
begins 
All those who work in very 
hot environments would be 
wise to cool off during the 
noon of the day and do their 
work later. This also applies 
to home gardeners 
T her e is a d i f fe r en c e 
between salt loss, water loss 
and heat stroke To give you 
more complete information 
on these and how to cope with 
the heat I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 7-12, 
Heat Stress: Cramps, Ex­ 
haustion, Strokes. Others who 
want this information can 
send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for it. Of course 
dressing cool helps too, but 
I’m not sure what you can do 
in this regard for parades 
You should allow the 
children to eat normally at 
noon between sessions. The 
meal should include plenty of 
cool liquids — such as iced tea 
or lemonade

Casserole cooking from Finland 


One of the joys of traveling 
in any country is tasting the 
native dishes 
For example, an overnight 
stay at a farmhouse near 
Heinavesi in Finland, in the 
lakes area north of Helsinki, 
proved to be an eye-popping 
eating orgy 
There are many farmhouses 
in Finland which now take in 
guests by the night or the 
week to fill out their family 
budget “ It is difficult,” ac­ 
cording to host farmer Kalevi 
Raisanen. “ to survive on what 
we grow on the farms. We do 
not want to give up the land 
and we enjoy being hosts 
The Raisanen house is ideal 
for summer or winter guests 
since it once was an inn ser­ 
ving boat passengers who 
were docked on the lake near­ 
by Since it was still the time 
of the m idnight sun in 
Finland, the Raisanens and 
their neighbors were having a 
summer 
get-together 
the 
night I stopped This included 
such things as folk dancing 
and singing, log rolling and a 
lakeside fish stew party. 
The fish, similar to smelt, 
were freshly caught from the 
lake and popped into a 
cauldron filled with lake 
water and proper seasonings 
The resulting soup was served 
straight from the pot in bowls. 
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After the lakeside event, 
everyone — including the 
children — adjourned to the 
large recreation room in the 
farmhouse and danced such 
things as the Finnish tango, 
all in stockinged feet 
This 
proved a good way to work off 
such specialties as several 
types of herring, pickled 
cucumber and cream salad, 
beet salad, carrot casserole 
and liver casserole, delicious 
homemade dark bread and 
fruits of the season such as 
blueberries, cloudberries and 
strawberries This was an ex­ 
tensive m eal, sort of a 
neighborhood 
pitch-in 
Probably other farm lodgings 
would have fewer items on the 
menu for the $10 a day and $5 
for half board (breakfast and 
dinner or breakfast and 
lunch) Breakfast, incidental­ 
ly, was the typical cold cuts 
and cheese with butter and 
rolls, fruit and very strong 
coffee or tea

Army union drive gains little ground

rumors of impending military 
unionization, there has been 
little activity in the ranks 
Some union-oriented fliers 
have made the rounds, and oc­ 
casionally a bivouacked grunt 
will suggest a strike vote 
Otherwise service posts are 
far from being hives of mili­ 
tant labor agitation 
In fact, so far as can be 
determined, there is only one 
publically operated union 
planning group at any base in 
America It’s the Organizing 
Committee for an Enlisted 
Peoples Union, here at the 
home of the 82nd Airborne 
Division, and despite its aims 
and implications it is not ex­ 
a c tly r a d ic a liz in g this 
venerable outpost 
The committee was formed

Actually, were it not for in­ 
terest in him generated by 
Bragg 
commanders, 
Doran

Midway in his second hitch in

the Arm y, officers here 
suddenly discharged him from 
further service Doran says he 
was kicked out because of his 
union a c t i v i t y and the 
resulting publicity has been 
the first ever for his com­ 
mittee 


The Army denies that its ac­ 
tion 
against 
Doran 
was 
spiteful A Bragg spokesman 
explains that Doran, 28, had 
once been a draft resister, and 
hachserved his first enlistment 
in lieu of a jail sentence 
Therefore, because he was a 
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security risk, his second 
enlistment was illegal When 
the Army learned of its error. 
Doran was promptly discharg­ 
ed. 


Whatever the truth behind 
Doran’s ouster, it has put a 
crimp in his union work For 
one thing he is now forced to 
organize from off the base 
For another he has to worry 
about finding a job. Much of 
his organizing is thus being 
done in the evening, on the 
fringe of the base, where he 
admits he is not likely to 
cause much of a stir 
Yet even if the committee 
were succeeding it might not 
be cause for alarm 
Tom 
Doran is not Sam Gompers 
Nor does he have designs on 
wrecking military order He 
says he has grievances, with 
which an enlisted peoples un­ 
ion might deal, but “ I am not 
working for the day when the 
enlisted men get together and 
vote down a commander’s 
orders." 
Collective bargaining'’ “ It’s 
not possible,” says Doran 
Neither are work slowdowns 
or strikes What is more, he 
adds that his union would not 
pose a threat to the military 
chain of command 
“ I can t 
imagine a time when a cor­ 
poral, as a shop steward, 
would have the power to, say, 
hold a chapel meeting over a 
general’s objection “ 
But what the union could do 
is provide a life raft for 
enlisted personnel, and, as 
Doran puts it, “ guarantee 
them a little d ig n ity .” 
Historically, says Doran, if a 
soldier has been mistreated 
he has had to fight it all by 
himself 
Hence: 
“ A union 
would provide him with an 
organization to turn to, one 
that the armed forces couldn’t 
ignore ” 
Doran says a union might be 
particularly effective in 
aiding soldiers who have been 
charged with violations of 
military justice 
At Fort 
Bragg, for instance, he says 
justice is so harsh some 
punishments are 10 to 15 times 
more frequent than for the 
army as a whole “ A good un­ 


ion would not allow this kind 
of discrimination to go on ” 
Nor would a good union 
allow a sergeant to manhan­ 
dle a recruit, Doran adds And 
generals would no longer be 
able to force privates to wash 
their cars 
“ Much of the 
meaningless hassle could be 
handled by the union.” Doran 
insists If a captain made an 
unseemly pass at an enlisted 
W A C , 
she 
would h av e 
somewhere to turn to stop the 
nonsense 
In sum, 
Doran sees a 
military union as a kind of 
legal aid society 
And he 
believes this would lead to a 
stronger not weaker armed 
force “ There has to be some 
give and take Officers and 
enlisteds have to be responsi­ 
ble to one another 
If 
everybody feels he has a little 
say in things, everybody will 
be far happier " 
So far, after several months 
of effort. Doran says he’s only 
gotten 300 people here to 
agree they would be happier if 
unionized That’s out of a post 
EM population of 35.000 Sad­ 
ly, Doran says he has no 
money, no outside support, 
and few truly active workers 
Usually, he sighs, when he 
sets up his petition table, peo­ 
ple just giggle 
Things could change for 
Tom Doran and followers The 
American 
Federation of 
Government Employees says 
it 
w i l l 
soon 
poll 
its 
membership to see if it favors 
a sophisticated unionizing ef­ 
fort in the services 
Until 
then, alas, the Organizing 
Committee for an Enlisted 
Peoples Union could easily 
gather their chapels in a fox­ 
hole

Automobile drip stains

Q I park my car in the same place 
near our apartment There are stains on 
the pavement where fluid has leaked out 
Does this mean there s something wrong 
with the car? 
R F 
Washington, D C 


A It depends. Most cars leave some 
kind of pavement stains if they’re parked 
in the same place all the time. But. 
sometimes, these stains could mean 
trouble 
A spokesman for Motor 
magazine 
(for mechanics) 
identifies 
some of the stains: 


Reddish spots that disappear quick­ 
ly are usually gasoline Could mean your 
gas cap is loose or you're filling your 
tank too full in the summer (the heat 
makes gasoline expand) 


Pink oil under the engine means a 
leak in the power steering lines (a local 
mechanic tells me that Ford now uses 
green oil 
in 
power-steering original 
equipment) 
Pink oil can also mean a 
transmission leak 


— A thick, black stain under the rear 
axle could mean a faulty differential 
seal 


Puddles of engine oil could be 
caused by all sorts of leaks (oil pan. 
loose gasket. bad fuel-pump diaphragm) 
Have this checked by a mechanic 


- The most dangerous leak of all could 
be a puddle of clear fluid (not water) un­ 
der the rear of the engine or near the 
wheels This is brake fluid and you have 
to fix it fast or you could loose your 
brakes The colors, textures and smells 
of the fluid leaks can give you the clues

A Contrary to common belief, con­ 
crete block will not provide sufficient in­ 
sulation for a home 
Basic insulation 
such as filled-wood frames must accom­ 
pany concrete block to save on energy 
Just building thicker walls won t help 


Waterproofing concrete block will aid 
insulation somewhat and will prevent 
erosion Start with one coat of mortar to 
fill in the holes and coat this with a good, 
commercial waterproofing compound 


Q 
Are thermal windows more ef­ 
ficient than storm windows to cut down 
air conditioning and heating costs9 
Mrs C.A S . Kansas City. Mo 
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A Not really. If regular windows are 
tightly fitted and storm windows are 
properly sealed with caulking, you re 
probably getting the maximum insula­ 
tion on your windows 


Thermal windows are convenient to 
wash, give a better appearance and are 
expensive If you want extra insulation 
and good soundproofing (neighbor noises 
or street sounds >. putting tightly-caulked 
storm windows over thermal pane win­ 
dows is the ultimate But it’s costly. 


Q Can you tell me where I can check 
out my life insurance9 It has the word 
“ veterans” in the title and I heard this 
could be a come-on for expensive in­ 
surance — J L.C., Newman. Calif 


A First of all. find out if the company 
is licensed to do business in your state. 
Your state insurance commission should 
have this information 


Second, go to your library and ask the 
reference librarian to help you find the 


insurance company’s listing in “ Best’s 
Insurance Reports.” 
If the company is not listed, it raises 
some questions You can write the in­ 
surance commission in the state where 
the company has its home office and get 
some information 
Before buying life insurance, either 
through the mail or through an agent, 
check several prices. Make each seller 
answer questions and evaluate their in­ 
surance in comparisons with the others

same, which is not to imply that you're 
growing a bunch of uglies 
1 knew there was nothing seriously 
wrong with my African violet, despite 
the fact it had been growing in the same 
soil for two years It had no bugs and the 
new growth, including numerous 
flowers, was healthy 
But the plant 
looked like a disaster Besides having 
dead leaves and flowers all over, the 
stem had grown out of the pot almost 
three inches, so that the crown of foliage 
leaned all to one side The rim and ex­ 
terior walls of the pot itself were 
encrusted with mineral salts from 
watering and fertilizing 
Here is the procedure I followed in do­ 
ing my violet makeover; you can readily 
adapt it to suit the needs of your own 
plants. 
(1) Remove pot and crumble away 
most of the oil soil; rinse the root system 
in tepid water 
Trim off any roots, 
stems, leaves or flowers that are ob­ 
viously dead, discolored or broken Use 
scissors to remove dead tips or edges on 
leaves that are otherwise green. 


12) Select a pot. considering the plant’s 
cultural needs as well as esthetics Here 
is the rule of thumb I follow: If the plant 
grows mostly in a horizontal plane, as 
the African violet does, it should grow 
well and look right in a pot with a 
diameter equal to about one-half that of 
the plant In other words, measure from 


the tip of one leaf to another opposite; if 
the distance is. say, 9 inches, a 4- or 5- 
inch pot will suffice If the plant grows 
mostly upright, a geranium, for exam­ 
ple, give it a pot with a diameter equal to 
one-half or one-third the height of the 
tallest parts 
»3) Add a layer of drainage in the bot­ 
tom of the pot. then position the plant so 
that the stems and leaves will emerge 
from the soil at the proper level In the 
case of an African violet like mine, simp­ 
ly lower the plant in the pot so as to bury 
the bare stem and have the bottom 
leaves emerging at the surface. Fill in 
around the roots with soil and firm in 
place with your fingers 


14) Unclose the pot in a plastic bag and 
loosely tie the top around the stem of the 
plant or lowermost leaves, as in an 
African violet 
Shower the top parts 
clean with tepid water Remove plastic 
and set the pot to soak in a basin of 
water; when beads of moisture show on 
the surface, remove and allow to drain 
(5> Place pot in a matching saucer, or 
with other plants in a pebble humidity 
tray, and provide bright natural or 
fluorescent light, but no direct sun until 
the roots have 
reco vered from 
transplanting shock and there is no sign 
of wilting 
(6) If you consider the pot and its 
saucer strictly utilitarian, the sixth step 
in a beauty makeover can be hiding them

in a basket, ceramic bowl or other 
decorative container which is slightly 
taller and wider As a final touch, you 
might carpet the soil surface with 
florist s sheet moss or pebbles 


Of course, sometimes all you have to 
do to give a plant a facelift is to remove 
dead leaves and flowers, shower it in 
tepid water and clean up the pot Or 
stake an ungainly stem into a more 
pleasing position 


The easiest makeover of all is a 
beautiful plant that needs nothing more 
than a pot or other container that is com­ 
plementary in color, texture and shape 
For example, take an ordinary cactus 
growing in a 3-inch plastic pot as it came 
from the grower; transplant to a 3- or 4- 
inch clay pot with a matching saucer and 
carpet the soil surface with small peb­ 
bles or coarse sand Stand back and be 
amazed You will have turned it into a 
beauty almost as natural as if it were 
growing in the desert

Q 
I have a spathiphyllum that has 
been growing in the same pot for five 
years. I know I should repot it. but how 
can I do this without making a mess in 
my apartment’’

You 
can t, 
but ye s. your 
spathiphyllum should be repotted, and 
here’s how I would do it to minimize the 
mess: Spread several thicknesses of 
newspaper or a large sheet of plastic on 
the floor, covering an area measuring 
about 6 x 6 feet Now you are ready to 
proceed with the dirty work With a little 
luck, you may not even have to get out 
the vacuum cleaner 


Q I have a big, healthy kentia palm, of 
which I am very proud, but it looks bare 
at the bottom What would you suggest’’ 
A Either carpet the soifsurface with 
florist s sheet moss or plant a low- 
growing ground cover around the base of 
the palm, possibly baby’s-tears. pellioma 
or a trailing variety of peperomia

HONG KONG (K FS) — The jackham- 
mers and piledrivers have all but taken 
over, as a rapid transit systerr and still

All he 
wanted was to invite me to his yoga 
group for meditation sessions that would 
start in the shower 
( “ We hold hands 
afterwards and it’s very peaceful, no im­ 
pure thoughts ’ > Failing that, he could 
immediately accompany me back to my 
room and give me a massage I thanked 
him profusely for his kindness and ex­ 
plained that my schedule unfortunately 
made both suggestions temporarily im­ 
possible 
A printed notice in my hotel 
room 
warns of “ touts,” but most of the peoph 


who approach new visitors are actually 
hustling for Hong Kong tailors. In fact, 
the best hustles almost always involve 
Hong Kong’s favorite sport — doing 
business — and they range from clumsy 
come-ons and petty frauds to schemes of 
impressive ingenuity. 
Several highwater marks were set in 
the days when it was verboten for 
Americans to buy and take home items 
of Chinese origin 
To this British 
colony's business people, who were the 
thwarted middlemen, that ruling was a 
challenge that cried for a test and they 
were quick to move At once Hong Kong 
sprouted an entire set of new “ fac­ 
tories,” many of which existed only on 
paper There was. though, at least one 
“ canning factory” that did occupy real 
estate and did a land-office business 
without owning any machinery Instead 
of canning, its employes labeled First 
they'd remove the Chinese lables, then 
they'd paste on Hong King labels And 
then, of course, they exported everything 
with no problem 
An elaborate certification system was 
generally skirted by the judicious giving 
of gifts to government inspectors But to 
“ prove” that Swatow embroidery was 
really Hong Kong embroidery, there was 
constant traffic in what came to be 
known as “ unfinished symphonies ” 
These were never-completed bits of 
piecework that were passed from house 
to 
house 
y e a r 
a f t e r 
y e a r 
by 
“ embroiderers” who worked only were 
inspectors were scheduled to come call­ 
ing 
It would be wrong to think that this 
kind of enterprise ceased when Chinese 
goods were finally declared admissible 
to the U S. of course it didn’t. Today, 


though, it takes different forms, and 
although Hong Kong authorities say the 
actual number of outright frauds is 
small, not everyone shops with complete 
confidence For one thing, some 10,000 
watches reportedly are made in the 
colony each month — but by no means 
are all labeled “ Made in Hong Kong ” 
“ How do you like my Rolexes? 
Beautiful, aren't they9” says a Hong 
Kong Chinese friend, pulling out a 
drawer that holds his collection 
He 
smiles, but his voice drips with irony 
Four watches are displayed, including 
one platinum-banded number for formal 
wear All are inscribed “ Rolex.” all are 
excellent timekeepers, all are through- 
and-through counterfeits 
The master 
craftsman who made them from Russian 
parts would probably qualify for a top 
job in Switzerland Here he's headed for 
jail According to my friend, the suspi­ 
cion is that the “ Rolex” field is over­ 
crowded and a competitor has turned in 
his man 
A 
resident 
F^uropean “ collects” 
watches, too. but purposefully On a trip 
to Indonesia last year, he traded an 
“ Omega” watch for six paintings, a 
carved Balinese drum and an antique 
beetlenut cutter “ You con them, they 
con you.” he says with a shrug 
The hard-working shopper can and 
often does visit the “ night markets” and 
street stalls across from the Macao 
Ferry, where cassette tapes of top 
recordings sell for as little as $1 
Occasionally shoppers can also come 
across a real “ steal” in wearing apparel 
— mainly, so it’s said, things that are 
boosted out of factories making export 
goods under contracts that call for 
“ imperfects" to be destroyed
